It is the intent of this Act to change the public employees' retirement system 1 

to a cost-sharing plan and provide for one integrated system of accounting for all employers. 2 

Under the integrated system, the public employees' retirement system defined benefit plan's 3 

unfunded liability will be shared among all employers, and each employer will pay a single, 4 

uniform contribution rate of 22 percent. Because the contribution rate determined by the 5 

Alaska Retirement Management Board for fiscal year 2009 is less than 22 percent for some 6 

employers, and because, during fiscal years 2005, 2006, and 2007, several employers made 7 

contributions to the system in excess of what was required by the Alaska Retirement 8 

Management Board, the legislature intends to adopt legislation, apart from this Act, that 9 

provides one-time grants to employers who are adversely affected by these imbalances, in 10 

order to assist those employers financially as they make a transition to the cost-sharing plan 11 

established by this Act. 12
